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Officials 
discuss 
options 
for county 
building

Parking, improvements for 
handicapped citizens and future 
space needs were some of the 
issues raised by Crawford 
County building officials last 
week as they discussed the future 
of the county building, 

The Crawford County 
Building Authority met with 
engineers from Northwest 
Design Group of Petoskey to dis- 
cuss the preliminary options for 
the county building. 

Engineers recently met with 
county department heads to dis- 
cuss space needs at the county 
building. They determined there 
is a current need for 4,700 square 
foot of the additional space, and 
between 3,600 and 6,100 square 
foot of space needed to serve the 
county’s needs for the next 20 
years. 

Plans call for moving the cen- 
tral dispatch and emergency 
management department over to 
the county building. The court 
rooms need to be revamped to 
address space concerns and 
security issues. There is also a 


need for storage space for sever- 
al departments in the building.

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City unveils plan 
for downtown 
streetscape funding —

Business owners will be faced 
with making a decision on fund- 
ing a project to spruce up the 
downtown area within the next 


month, 
The City of  Grayling’s 
Downtown Development 


Authority (DDA) hosted an 
informational meeting last 
Wednesday, where information 
was presented on how the city 
has proposed to pay for the 
Michigan Avenue streetscape 
project. 

The DDA is proposing to 
spend $1.5 million on the project 
would pay to repave 
Michigan Avenue, construct 
brick paved sidewalks, add land- 
scaping and enhance parking 
opportunities. A total of 
$100,000 in funds have been ear- 
marked for the possible purchase 
of land for additional parking. 

The city is proposing to levy a 
special assessment on 35. busi- 
nesses located on Michigan 
Avenue, which would raise 
$40,006 per year for the next 20 
years to pay for the project. A 

two. mill tax levy has also, been 
proposed, which would raise 
$4,000 annually. 

The Grayling City Council has

planning for the project. 

“These projects don’t create 
business, but have yet to sce a 
community that has been disap- 
pointed for dotng it,’ said Tim 
Roach, president of Gosling- 
Czubak, the city’s engineering 
firm. “Left to it’s only demises, 
the future of the downtown does 
not look good, so this is going to 
take some tough decisions and 
the price is going to be hefty.” 

Although not excited about 
paying the extra taxes, Dick 
Fultz, the owner of the Bicycle 
Shop, said the community needs 
to do something to keep business 
in town. 

“My thought is, we have to roll 
the dice and hope for a better 
day,” Fultz. said. 

Dave Stephenson, the owner of 
the Riverland and chairman of 
the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, suggested using 
the entire $350,000 from the 
city’s incomes tax for one year to 
pay for the downtown facelift. 

“If we shift some of those dol- 
lars, even for just one year, it 
would reduce the impact of this,” 
Stephenson said. 

The city has been collecting 
the income tax since 1972 and 
funds from the levy were ear- 
marked for road projects and 
curb and gutter construction. 
Three years ago, city voters 
approved a referendum which

Dap, said she was pleased to sce 
some posilive changes suggest- 
ed for the community but was 
unsure about the funding for the 
project.

Work on three I-75 
bridges underway 


The Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) has 
begun work rehabilitating three 
bridges in Crawford County. 

Bridge repair work is under 
way at the northbound 1-75 
Business Loop in Grayling. The 
Exit 254 will be closed from 
mid-April until early May. 

A temporary traffic signal will 
be in place at the Four Mile Road 
Exit and traffic will be reduced 
to one lane while work is being 
completed on that bridge. 

In May, work will start on 
southbound 1-75 bridge over US- 
127. Traffic will be reduced to 


one lane during the project,

which is expected to completed 
by the end of June. 

Motorists are encouraged to 
proceed with caution through the 
work zones. 

The $600,000 project contin- 
ues a commitment by MDOT 
and the Gov. Jennifer Granholm 
administration to create jobs, 
improve quality of life and pro- 
vide the highest quality, integrat- 
ed transportation services for 


Michigan residents and bust- 
nesses. 

This work is expected to 
extend the life of the bridge 
structures by approximately 15

ernor in November, when he first 

expressed his political ambitions learned 

that a lot of Michigan folks had no idea 
who he is. 

It’s called name recognition, and it’s 
vital for a political candidate. 

His assumed opponent, Democratic 
Gov. Jennifer Granholm, at the same 
time was identifiable by almost every- 
body in the state. 

The first female governor in state his- 
tory, she was first elected governor in 
2002 by a healthy margin, had been an 
active state attorney general four years 
before that, and generally was regarded 
highly across the state for performance in 
both jobs. 

As election year 2006 opened, Gov. 
Granholm was still well known, but gen- 
erally not as highly regarded across the 
board. That’s what being in a tough pub- 
lic office such as governor sometimes 
can do for you, but that’s another story 
for another column. 

Meanwhile, Dick DeVos had doggedly 
plied the state’s byways and highways

Candidate DeVos gaining in governor race 
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for many months, and had visited many 
of Michigan’s 83 counties, usually meet- 
ing with small crowds, He steadily was 
gaining name recognition, but it was not 
universal.

IN AN EARLY February poll, 
EPIC/MRA, a respected and usually reli- 
able Lansing political polling firm, found 
Ms. Granholm ahead of Mr. DeVos in a 
head-to-head matchup 53-46. That large- 
ly reflected name recognition at the time 
of the poll, as most campaign polls do. 

The Granholm job performance rating 
was positive by 55 percent — which is not 
too bad for an incumbent. Interestingly 
55 percent also said Michigan was “on 
the wrong track” and only 30 percent 
said it was headed in the “right direc- 
tion.” For an incumbent governor, who 
supposedly is steering the ship, that’s not 
too good. 

Meanwhile, the DeVos name identifi- 
cation needed a boost before the cam- 
paign got underway in earnest. 

aK % * 

BACK IN FEBRUARY, even with 

Goy, Granholm safely ahead in the polls, 


the DeVos camp apparently was not too 
worried, 

John Truscott, a young but old political 
pro who helped former Gov. John Engler 
on all of his successful campaigns for 
statewide office and now is -advising 
Candidate De Vos, saw it like this: 

“I bet 60 to 70 percent of the people in 
Michigan have no idea of who Dick 
DeVos is at this time. A week or two of 
TV advertising, and your name identifi- 
cation shoots up 30 to 40 points.” 

The answer: Investment of a few mil- 
lion campaign dollars in a television 
advertising campaign. And so it was. 

Dick DeVos began appearing repeated- 
ly in Michigan homes via television, 
showing and telling Michigan folks what 
a great and wonderful person is Dick 
DeVos. He narrates many (if not all) the 
commercials personally, and does a good 


and professional job as star of his own’ 


booster shows. 

John Truscott was right. The result: In 
another poll conducted by the same 
EPIC/MRA polting firm in mid April, 
Mr. DeVos is now on even terms with 
Ms. Granholm. 


Again with the April poll as well as the 
February one, the primary measurement 
is name recognition, and for a challenger, 
even-up is a great place from which to 
plunge into the election-year part of a 
campaign against an incumbent gover- 
nor. 

That’s what a couple of million dollars 
or so can do for a candidate when applied 
in the right place at the right time. Mr. 
DeVos — a mega-millionaire successor to 
the original Amway home products com- 
pany — can afford it. Published estimates 
of his net worth start at about $500 mil- 
lion, and he’s willing to finance his own 
campaign. 

a * 

MEANWHILE, GOV. GRANHOLM 
publicly is not worried. 

Her attitude seems to be to wait until 
the campaign gets serious in the fall, and 
her TV advertising kicks in. In the mean- 
time, she will continue to concentrate on 
her job running the governor’s office, 
guiding the state, and working with a 
stubborn Republican legislature, 

Another Michigan political expert sces 
things a little differently. Ed Sarpolus, 
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who conducted both EPIC/MRA polls 
cited here, commented recently on a pub- 
lic television show about the latest poll, 
“Gov. Granholm is in trouble,” he said 
flatly. 

One of the key elements in the DeVos 
campaign undoubtedly will be Ms. 
Granholm’s performance in_ office, 
focusing on leadership. His theme will 
be that he can provide it, she has not. 

A recent letter sent broadly by the 
DeVos for Governor campaign organiza- 
tion and bearing Mr. DeVos’ signature, 
asks potential supporters simply but 
boldly: 

“If you believe Michigan does not 
need a change in leadership, send a cam- 
paign contribution to Jennifer Granholm. 
If you believe Michigan needs a change 
in leadership, please send a contribution 
for $10 or more to our campaign.” 

Let the campaign not only begin, but 
heat up .... and it will.

National Guard, Army report topping recruitment

Despite no end in sight to the 
war in Iraq, the Michigan Army 
National Guard and U.S. Army 
are claiming success in recruiting 
and retaining soldiers. 

“There was a period of time 
after 9/11 when it was really 
slow,” said Maj. Levetta Bennett, 
an officer strength manager: in 
charge of the team that recruits 
officers for the Guard. “Now 
we're not having problems.” 

At the end of March, the total 
state Guard strength was 8,712 
soldiers, or 104 percent of its 
quota roster. Of them, 7,933 are 
enlisted and 779 are officers. 

About 75 percent of the 
Michigan Guard, including sol- 
diers and airmen, have been 
deployed overseas. To date, 
roughly 1,000 troops are now in 
Iraq, Afghanistan and elsewhere, 
said Maj. Dawn Dancer, state 
public affairs officer for the 
Department of Military and 


Veterans Affairs. 

The Guard is a military organi- 
zation that is subject to call by 
both state and federal authorities. 
It is a reserve force for when the 
active duly military is short on 
troops. 

Bennett said that “things have 
picked up tremendously” and she 
has received phone calls from 
people’ who want to-serve out-of a 
sense of patriotism. 

One woman in her late 30s had 
wanted to join the military her 
entire life. Her father and uncles 
had been in the military, and now 
she signed up to serve as an offi- 
cer, Bennett said. 

First Sgt. David Dunckel, 
retention officer for the Army 
Guard, said the organization takes 
a strong approach to recruiting, 
retention and attrition manage- 
ment. 

And recruiters are now talking 
to applicants about the Guard dif- 
ferently: the days of the weekend

month for college money are over, 
he said. Applicants are directly 
told that they can count on being 
deployed. 

“People volunteered to go to 
Vietnam, and people volunteer to 
go to Iraq every day knowing full 
well all the risks,” he said. 

Strong leadership and improved 
incentives, ‘such as paid college 
tuition, bonuses for enlistment 
and reenlistment are also reasons 
the Guard is exceeding its target 
strength, Dunckel said. 

Nationwide, the Army Guard 
met its March recruiting goal by 
{02 percent with 6,651 soldiers. 
Its retention was 108 percent of its 
goal of about 17,000, according to 
the Department of Defense. 

The U.S. Army also exceeded 
its March recruiting goals at 104 
percent, it said. 

Meanwhile, recruitment at 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 


Offices on university campuses is 


also reported as successful. 

“The number of cadets we have 
in the program right now is of suf- 
ficient amount that we anticipate 
being able to meet our mission for 
the next several years,” said Lt, 
Col. Brett Johnson, Army 
ROTC scholarship and enrollment 
officer at Western Michigan 
University. 

In fiscal year 2005, Western’s 
Army ROTC exceeded its annual 
requirement of commissioned 
officers by 17 percent. In 2004, it 
exceeded its requirement by 25 
percent. 

About 65 percent of all Army 
officers come from ROTC pro- 
grams, Johnson said. 

Qualified students have their 
tuition paid fully and receive a 
book allowance and a stipend, he 
said. 

“We offer very generous schol- 
arships to assist students that meet 
our qualifications to help them go 
through college,” said Johnson, 
adding that he doesn’t think the 
prospect of deployment in Iraq is 
discouraging students from join- 
ing ROTC. 

“The students come tn with an 
understanding that there’s a war 
going on in Traq and they may 
have obligations to serve there, 
They all understand and accept 
that.” 

Hlsewhere, at Central Michigan 
University, Army ROTC training 
officer Ist Sgt. Edgardo Ramos 
said many students want to join 
and his program has never had 
problems finding enough people. 

in fact, said Ramos, “we nor- 
mally exceed or go above the 
goals,”

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Citizens Bank alerts 
clients of phone scam 


Citizens Bank officials last 
week took steps to inform area 
residents that a telephone scam 
began in Grayling area in 
which the cailer, claiming to be 
a Citizens Bank employee, 
phones local residents and 
requests their bank account 
numbers. 

“Citizens Bank will never 
call our clients and request 
account numbers over the tele- 
phone,” said Personal Banker 
Crystal Filley. “Citizens Bank 
already has that information so 
we will never request that over 
the phone.” 

Filley said several Citizens 
Bank clients in the Grayling 
area received fraudulent phone 
calls last week, but she cau- 
tioned that the scam could be 
more widespread and involve 
other financial institutions as 
well. 

Phone scammers will use 
some kind of excuse for need- 


ing the account numbers, such 
as bank computer problems, 
but people should not fall for 
such claims, Filley said. 

“You should not disclose 
your account numbers over the 
phone for any reason unless 
you are the one making the call 
to your financial institution,’ 
Filley said. “If you suspect a 
call is a phone scam, try to cap- 
ture the phone number from 
caller ID and note individual 
names and company names 
used, if possible. Then, call the 
police immediately.” 

Filley said phone scam vic- 
tims should also notify the 
bank immediately if they gave 
their account numbers or other 
identifying information to a 
caller.

The state-of-the-art 
unit is available five 
days per week. 


The wait is over for Grayling 
and surrounding area residents 
who need to schedule MRI 
appointments. 

Doors to Mercy Hospital 
Grayling’s Magnetic Resonance 
Imager (MRI) facility open fora 
public Open House on Friday, 
May 5, from 3 p.m. to 5 p.m. 
Plans call for patients to start 
using the Sicmens Magnetom 


| Avanto MR in early May. The 


facility replaces the Munson 
Healthcare mobile unit that has 
visited the hospital three to four 
times per week. . 

“This facility will allow 
patients to have their testing 
done much — sooner,” said 
Stephanie Riemer-Matuzak, 
CEO of Mercy Hospital 
Grayling. “This is one of the 
finest diagnostic tools available, 
and we are very pleased to be 
able to offer this service to our 
patients.” 

Plans call for the facility to 
operate from 7 a.m, to 7:30 p.m, 
Monday through Friday. Four 
technologists — three full-time 
and one part-time — have been 
hired to perform MRIs. The 
only other fixed MRI units in 
northern Michigan are in 
Alpena, Cadillac, Traverse City, 
and Petoskey. 

Grover C. Raymond, M.D., 
director of radiology at the hos- 
pital, said the device is ideal for 
diagnosing many conditions, 
including multiple sclerosis, 
strokes in their earliest stages, 
brain tumors, and infections in 
the brain, spine or joints. 

“The images produced during 
an MRI screen allow physicians 
to look at almost any area of the 
body for problems,” he said. 


“An MRI can be used to evalu-— 


ate brain, neck, and spinal cord 
problems. Or it can be used to 
look at your chest, heart, 
abdomen, joints or muscles.” 

The MRI does not use ioniz- 
ing radiation, and it can provide 
an image from any angle to give 
physicians the information they 
necd to reach a proper diagno- 
sis,

Visconti, M.D., 
the caliber of the new machine 
has been unavailable to the rural

— und now. “Is a world class 
device,” he said. 

The unit is designed with an 
open appearance that. signifi- 
cantly can help patients with 
claustrophobia or anxiety about 
the MRI examination.

Ml Six-person teams 
to race from Grayling 
to Oscoda in relay 
canoeing event 


AuSable = River — Canoe 
Marathon organizers are intro- 
ducing a new event to this 
year’s festivities — a 120-mile 
relay canoe race from Grayling 
to Oscoda to be held in May 
that will help kick off the sum- 
mer canoeing season and raise 
money for the marathon. 

Designed as a unique 
fundraiser for the AuSable
